By the attached amendment, claims 2 
and 4 have been combined into claim 1, the limitations of original claims 1 and 2 
have been added into claim 10 and into claim 12 so that claims 10 and 12 are now 
rewritten in independent form, and claims 16 and 18 have been combined into 
claim 14.
